Smith, 
along with many of her sup- 
porters, donned pink and 
green t-shirts and held signs 
at the busiest intersection in 
the city. 

Mr. Styles, 47, and many of 
his supporters did last minute 
campaigning as they also were 
at intersections with campaign 
signs reminding the residents 
to cast their votes. 

Following the announce- 
ment of her re-election to the 
commission, Comm. Smith 
said, "I'm happy it's over: 
We've. been working very 
hard." 

Comm. Smith said because 


of Mr. Styles' campaign, she is 
more aware of the citizens" 
concerns about the city's 
appearance. She said she will 
address that issue as she con- 
tinues to serve the people. 

The re-elected commission- 
er said she hopes Mr. Styles 
wil} Iend-a hand to the com- 
mission.

A 24-year-old Clewiston man, 

and former Belle Glade police offi- 
cer, was arrested March 9 and 
charged with sexual battery after 
he allegedly raped his female date. 
According tp Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office (PBSO) arrest 
reports, Anthony Bythwood 
allegedly took his date to a deserted 
road and forced her to have sex 
with him. & 
PBSO reports state the victim 
said she met Bythwood several 
months ago and had spoken with 
him numerous times on the tele- 
phone. She said she only knew 
Bythwood as “Tony”. 

According to the report, Byth- 
wood went to the victim's residence 
on Feb, 17 and asked her to “go out 
and have some drinks”, The victim 
agreed but asked Bythwood to 
come back in 30 minutes so she 
could get dressed. 

Reports state Bythwood 
returned to pick up the victim in 
30-35 minutes. 

The victim said Bythwood want- 
ed to go to a nightclub in West 
Palm Beach, however she didn’t 
want to go to that particular club. 
Reports indicate the victim asked 
Bythwood to just ride around. 

The couple rode around the 
West Palm Beach area and the vic- 
tim said Bythwood stopped at a 
convenience store and purchased a 
beer. After stopping at the conve- 
nience store Bythwood continued 
driving around the West Palm 
Beach area before suggesting to the 
victim they could go to his brother's 
home in Royal Palm Beach. 

PBSO reports state the victim 
said when Bythwood reached the 
Royal Palm Beach area, he contin- 
ued driving west. She asked him 
how much farther did they have to 
go and reports state Bythwood 
said, "just a little bit further”. 

The victim said the road became 
unfamiliar to her and she saw a 
sign which read Lion Country 
Safari. Reports indicate the victim 
became angry with Bythwood. 
When she asked Bythwood to take 
her home, reports state Bythwood

did not answer and turned up the 
music in the automobile apd con- 
tinued to drive. She said they soon 
came into Belle Glade. She again 
asked Bythwood to take her home 
and he didn't respond. 

The victim said Bythwood drove 
around the Belle Glade area before 
driving on a road with very little 
traffic. Unaware of е was, 
the report states turned 
onto the Hooker Highway exten- 
sion. The report says Bythwood 
drove through a gate and up a hill 
before he turned off the car and 
allegedly got out. According to 
police, the victim told Bythwood 
she was scared because she was 
not familiar with the area. 

Reports state Bythwood became 
angry and grabbed the victim by 
the wrists and yanked her out of 
the car. The victim told police she 
grabbed at Bythwood's neck in an 
attempt to get away. However, 
reports state “she did not make any 
marks”. The woman said Byth- 
wood forced her to have intercourse * 
with him, 

After getting back into the car, 
Bythwood drove the automobile 
back in the direction that the vic- 
tim thought was West Palm Beach 
and went onto a large highway. 
After driving a short distance on 
this toad; the report continues, 
Bythwood pulled over and got out 
to urinate. The victim jumped on 
the the driver's side and drove off. 

According to reports, the victim 
drove until she saw a deputy and 
told her of the incident. Deputy 
Haywood noted the victim's knees

Drugs that once seemed 
invincible are losing their 
effectiveness against many 
common diseases, including 
TB, gonorrhea, middle-ear 
infections and staphlococcal 
infections. The day may be 
fast. approaching ` when 
patients will go to their doc- 
tor for help... only to be told 
they have nothing to offer to 
treat them with. 

What has happened in 
many cases is that people are

using broad-spectrum drugs 
which wipe out everything, 
good bacteria as well as bad, 
leaving the field clear for 
antibiotic-resistant germs to 
spread unchetked. Kids in 
day care use antibiotics three 
to five times more often than 
other children. 

Everyone is to blame for 
this turn of events, from the 
patient who takes just a 
week's worth of a 14-day pre- 
scription, which doesn't quite 
kill the germs, but lets them 
adapt to the antibiotic, to the 
doctor who prescribes the 
"atom bomb" antibiotic when 
a lesser ".22 bullet" would do. 

New forms of infection, and 
old diseases making a come- 
back, underscore the danger: 

**Tuberculosis. (TB) - 
resurging TB, often in people 
with HIV, has become a pub- 
lic health menace. The new 
strains are MDR or multi- 
drug resistant, and are super 
difficult to treat, and easily 
passed on to others. 

**Hantavirus - A new, 
deadly strain of a virus 
known to cause kidney dis- 
ease cropped up last year. 
Three new varieties identi- 
fied cause sudden respiratory 
distress and often death. 

**Food and water-born 
infections - We've all heard of 
the E coli bacteria in the fast 
food chain's hamburgers that 
killed four children and left 
many others seriously ill. 

I can't.stress enough the 
importance of taking antibi- 
otics according to directions, 
when prescribed as necessary 
by your physician. Be aware 
that for most viral infections, 
like the common cold, antibi- 
otics aren't really effective. 
Until next time... stay 
informed, talk to your doctor 
for more information and do 
what you can to stay healthy.

Second anniversary this month 


for "the storm of the century"

There's nothing like a big 
storm to get a meteorologist 
excited. I don't want to sound 
morbid but weather folks 
love big storms. In fact, the 
bigger the better. 

Two years ago this month 
the biggest storm in over 100 
years was headed toward 
Florida. It was called "the 


storm of the century.” It is an 
appropriate name because 
this storm was amazing. 

If there's one thing meteo- 
rologists like to do more than 
just watching storms it is 
studying storms. The “storm 
of the century" is currently 
the subject of three new stud- 
ies that try to put this mon- 
ster in perspective. 

How powerful was it? Paul 
Kocin, a researcher at the 
National Meteorological Cen- 
ter in Camp Springs, Md. and 
the author of one of the stud- 
ies, answered the question 
this way: "The superstorm 
resulted in dozens of fatali- 
ties on land and at sea, hun- 
dreds of injuries, damage of 
$2 billion: and the most 
widespread disruption of air 
travel in the history of avia- 
tion."

This was a storin that 
affected the lives of nearly 
half of the people in the Unit- 
ed States. It had an impact 
on Mexico and Cuba, too. 
Coastal flooding in Cuba 
caused an estimated $1 bil- 
lion dollars in damage and 
tornadoes in n@Pheastern 
Mexico resulted irf loss of life. 

Obviously, this was no ordi- 
nary storm. It was born on 
Friday, March 12, 1993, in 
the northern Gulf of Mexico. 
By the time it had exited 
Maine two days later, this 
superstorm had spawned a 
dozen tornadoes, produced 
winds as high ав.144 mph, 
temperatures as low as 31 
degrees in Daytona Beach, 
more snow than any other 
storm in 150 years and a cen- 
tral pressure comparable to a 
category three hurri¢ane. > 

Birmingham, Ala. recorded 
13 inches of snow! That was 
the greatest amount, of snow 
for any day, any month or 
any season in Birmingham. 
Five feet of snow fell on 
Mount Mitchell in North Car- 
olina while snowfall of 40 
inches.or more was recorded 
in seven states. 

While-the "storm of the 
century" affected nearly 
everyone éast of the Missis- 
sippi, its biggest impact was 
felt here in Florida. Forty- 
seven people lost their lives 
here іп the Sunshine State 
and damage from thé storm 
was more than $1.6 billion 
dollars. * 

Tornadoes claimed 11 lives 
in Florida while coastal 
flooding took another 13. The 
worst flooding occurred on 
the west coast where tides 


were 12 feet above normal. | 


Winds reached 109 mph at 
Dry Tortugas and 83 mph at 
Vero Beach.

"I'm concerned about our West Technical 
‘Education Center,,located in Belle Glade. 
I've lived in the area for about 18 years 
and I served on the West Tech Advisory 
Committee for five years. After listening to 
several discussions lately, I'm convinced 
that the Glades, Hendry, Western Palm 
Beach County is on the brink of losing this 
tech school unless we, the people, speak 
Together and stand up to the school board 
of Palm Beach County. 

Palm Beach has got the School of 

.|CHOICE in place in Pahokee. This is an 
alternative high school for those students 
who do not conform to normal high school 
rules. These students are allowed to come 
and go as they wish and leave when they 
wish and get credit and also a high school 
diploma.

Mr. Bythwood 
was not employed.by the City of Belle 
Glade when this alleged incident occurred 
and the City of Belle Glade has no involve- 
ment or liability in this matter. 

As to Mr. Bythwood's employment with the 
Belle Glade Police Department, Mr. Byth- 
wood applied with a clean criminal record, 
highly recommended by members of the 
community and representing hometown 
experience.
